THE WATER-SWEPT COAST A 


SCENE OF DISASTER AND DEATH 


Shipping from Brunswick fo Femandina Wrecked by  Lashing 


Waters During the Storm, 


PROBABLY SEVERAL HUNDRED LIVES HAVE BEEN LOST 


How the Steamers Were Wrenched from Their Moorings—Waters 


Sweep Over the Islands and Drown the _ Inhabitants—Terrible 
Plight of Surgeon Burford’s Family—Seeking Shelter at the 
High Points—Turpentine Orchards Have Been Ruined.

Macon, Ga, October 4.—(Special.)—This morning The Constitution's correspon- 
dent left Baxley, south bound, in search of delayed messengers with more de- 
tails of the storm and the flood. They stopped at Jesup this morning, being un- 
able to reach your correspondent’s wire before 5 o'clock, and too late for the 


morning prese. 
Your correspondent proceeded onto Brunswick and met the outgoing train 


at George street and returned up the road to Macon to work the wires, 


At Sterling station Chariton Wright, merchant, reports the disasters from 
the flood great to lives and property in the rice field portion of Glynn and Mc- 
Intosh. He states that Campbell island, twelve miles from Darien, on the Al- 
tamaha, was swept by water, and every Man, woman and child except three 
were drowned. 

The most reliable information to date is that not less than twenty, and per- 
haps fifty, people were on Campbell island and were destroyed. It is a truck 
growers’ island and inhabited by colored people. 

The tug H. M. C. Smith, which reached Brunswick last night from Fernan- 
dina, reports fifty people drowned there. There are a number of smal! islands 
at various points around Brunswick, Fernandina and Darien on which small 
groups of families live. It will be some days before reports from these arrive 
and a fairly acurate total of the lives lost given. 

At Darien the water is reported high and the town badly damaged by the 
storm. Information on this score is meager, but considered reliable. 


The Islands Washed. 


Going into Brunswick today, James T. Dent, a wealthy rice planter from 
Savannah, was informed that all the stock and animals of every description on 
his own and his neighbor Barnwell's plantations, together with crops near Evelyn 
were destroyed. This means great financial loss to both, and the majority, if 
not all, the other plantations for miles around suffered likewise. 

At Brunswick only four deaths, as named last night, are recorded, but W. B. 
Wooten, salesman, states he saw one white man_go down with a sail boat in 
Turtle river during the storm’s heizh:. Conservative men still hold that the dam- 
age will be fully half a million dollara. This is based upon careful surveys of the 
flooded business and residence districts, docks and shipping. 

A revised and practi:ally complete list of damaged vessels in Brunswick ara 
vicinity has been made. The Britisn steamship Heathmore tore loose from the 
docks and went adri‘t und two bow :nchorve_and 125 fathoms of chain were let out 
before she was held. The captain says it is the worst storm he n1s experienced 
in thirty years. The Britis: steamship St. Irene, off Ocean pier, St. Simon’s, load- 
ed, dragged anchors, but escaped serious damage. The Norwegian bark Ariel Faust. 
master, drifted from Downing’s dock and dragged anchors with her across the 
bay and went up on the marsh. The Norwegian bark Louise, Amdreassen master, 
broke her moorings at Downing’s and went adrift, landing high and dry on the 
marsh back of the jetties. The Norwegian bark Record, Olsen master, moored at 
the Southern railroad’s fine new dock, took a section of the dock with her and 
went up to the Plant system’s dock, dragging anchors and scraping the metal 
off her starboard side. The American schooner Blanche Hopkins, Crockett mas- 
ter, loaded, broke her moorings and went ashore. The probability is her cargo will 
have to be lightened. The American schooner Aaron Reppard, loaded, went on 
Marsh island, opposite the Mallory Steamship Company’s dock. She will have to 
discharge part of her cargo and be dug out. The American schooner Helen L., 
Martin, Wright mastér, lying in St. Simon's sound, loaded, drifted .up on 
Jekyi beach and will probably get off, The pilot boat Pride sank at her dock, The 
pilot boat E. B. dan went ashore on Marsh island and cam be pulled off. The 
pilot boat Gracie Went over the jetties and up on the marsh.. Her recovery is 
ecoubtful. The schooner Ferraia lies beside the Gracie at St. Simon’s. The 
steamer Egmont wnet across the marsn to Crispen island and her bow is asaticking 
up in a tree. The steamer Amanda drifted to New dock and is partly on it. The 
#teamer Hamilton is ashore. The sieamer Hessie abandoned her regular trip to 
Darien. The steambr Crescent City, arriving from there, reported there was not 
@ dock at Darien left to tile to.

A reliable report from Darien 
Blanche Hopkins collided with a small schooner, the Minnie, and sunk her. The 
Minnie had on board 3,00 pounds of dynamite. The big H. M. C. Smith, from Fer- 
nandina, reports the Fernandina tug Gladiator landed in-the middle of the town 
on Center street. Mrs. Lucy Carnegie’s magnificent yacht, Dungeness, is badly 
damaged. The Cumberiand island pilot boat, Maud Helen, was landed high on a 
bluff in Burbank’s yard. The schooner Edna Emma, with cargo of coal at 
Jekyl, is on shore. The Jeky!l Island Club launches landed in the clubhouse yards, 
the water having swept up to the clubhouse property and into the costly million- 
aire’s cottage? From Sapelo island, the national quarantine station, in charge of 
Marine Surgeon J. A. Nydeggar, nothing has been heard, but every indication is 
that all the property and many lives are lost. On St. Simon’s island, along the 
beach, fined with summer resorters’ cottages, the tide wrought devastation. Re- 
ports are that all the cottages are wrecked, the Hotel St.-Simons and Arnold ho- 
tel only being left standing. St. Simon’s mills and other property on the opposite 
end of the island are not badly damaged, being protected by the timber lands. 

The report of 8,000 bales of cotton being lost at New Dock was erroneous. The 
Plant system tracks and trestles are badly washed away above Brunswick and 
@aeing wil] not run for several days. 

The Work of Relief. 

The work of the rescuing parties after Sunday's flood was a feature deserv- 
ing of much mention. As soon as the gale subsided sufficiently, tug boats and 
every conceivable form of vessel went into the flooded districts. At the na- 
tional quarantine station, off Brunswick, Surgeon Burford, his wife and several 
assistants were found standing on a ballast truck which they had loaded down 
with iron weights to keep from floating off. The water was four feet deep 
around them and rising. They were clinging to the piles of ballast rock for 
safety, and had hung with bare hands for four hours against the sharp edges 
of stone, while the wind tossed and turned their bodies like reeds. Twenty 
minutes more and they would have been gone. Mrs. Burford is the daughter of 
Postmaster Symons, whose son was ])st in the schooner John H. Platt during 
the storm of August 2ist. He was with the rescuing party and suffered agonies 
until his daughter was saved. That same night Postmaster Symons took into 
his home thirty neighbor refugees from the flood, and all next day fed sixty 
people from his table, who could not get into their homes or into stores for food. 
The tugs Ivis and H. M. C. Smith toured the islands from Darien to Fernandi- 
ma, but the water was so high that the people had not come back within sight 
of navigable streams, 

The work of patroling the water ways is continuing, and will not cease unfil 
every one is brought in from the flooded districts. The Western Union, railroads 
and telephone companies are working hard, and will have communication with 
some of the outside points within two days, but in isolated points it. will proba- 
bly be a week before communication by any means can be had, 

The Western Union wires in Brunswick had tons of tin roofing blown over 
them, and their instruments and office batteries were under four feet of mud 
and water,

Rain at Fernandina. 


Every building at the quarantine s-ition off Fernandina was completely swept 
out of existence and not a vestige of any was reported to remain. The damag 
“and ruin at Amelia beach was almost 23 complete. All the cottages but two were 
said to have been carried out to sea besides the entire south end of the Strath- 
more hotel, which is a wreck. I. rescuing of the families and a few sick sold ‘ers- 
at Amelia beach was one of the d-stinctive features of the day at Fernandina 
Realizing that thes: persons it the beach, about thirty-five in number, would be 
helpless, Mr. Beckham, yardmaster of the Florida Centrai and Peninsular :alfle 
road, took an engine and two freight cars and, calling for volunteera, pulled cut 
for the beach soon after 9 o’¢lick in the morning. Before reaching the beach the 
fires in the engine were extinguished by the high water on the track. There was 
pressure Of steam sufficient to continue to the beach and after taking on the load 
of passengers, who began to think the last day had come, to get back to a high

COMMITS MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Ohioan Kills a Woman and Then 
Shoots Himself to Deata. 
Cleveland, O., October 4—Early today at 
No. 238 Lake street Richard Dickerson, 
aged sixty-six years, the keeper of a re- 
pair shop at the corner of Wood and St. 
Clair streets, shot Mrs. Blanch Winship 
three times with a 38-caliber revoiver, then 
turned the weapon on himself and both he 

and the woman died almost instantly. 

Mrs. Winship was a divorced woman with 
one child and had of late kept roomers 
at the above number. 

Dickerson has been paying attentions to 
the woman for some time past, but 6he 
had decided to break off with him, and 
when the man called at her home she re- 
fused to see him and locked herself in her 
room. Dickerson, however, forced the door 
lock and at once opened fire with his re- 
volver. Death was instantaneous in both 
cases. 


Building Railroad in Alaska. 

San Francisco, October 4.—John Stanley, 
mayor of Skaguay, Alaska, who is now in 
this city purchasing apparatus for a fire 
department, -says: 

‘The Pacific and Arctic rafiroad, now be- 
ing built from Skaguay to Selkirk, is well 
under way. Rails have been laid to White’s 
Pass, and up to that point the road is in 
full wofking order. Over thirty-five tons 
of freight are daily shipped over chis line. 
Seven hundred men are working on tne 
road. Last month the pay roll was $129,000. 
From White’s Pass to Lake Bennett, a 
distance of thirty miles, freight is trans- 
ferred by. sleds. Laborers on the road re- 
ceive 35 cents an«hour.”’

The 
notoriety of. it has worried me greatly. If 
I could only write you as I feel you: would 
see how keenly this affair of the ‘daughter 
of the confederacy has distressed me. 

“T appreciate the fact -that my friends 
sought thus to honor my father through 
me, but it was a mistaken kindness. 
want you, and through you, the R. E. 
camp, to know that the whole affair 
distressed me immeasuraDdly, and to 
heartbroken mother I extend my regret 
that the controversy should have arisen.’’

CAPTAIN AND CREW ARE LOST. 


Schooner Goes Down with All on Board 
Save Two Negroes. 
Charleston, S. C., October 4.—James 
Rowe and Joseph Meyers, two negro sail- 
Ors, tell a terrible story of the wreck of 
their vessel in the storm of Sunday last, 
seven miles off the Charleston lighthouse. 
The Sarah E. Palmer, Captain Whittier, 
was a four-masted schooner of Bath, Me. 
She was bound from Charlotte’ Harbor. 
Fla., to Cartaret, N. J., and was caught off 
this coast in the West Indian cyclone of 

Sunday. 

She sprang a leak early that morning 
when off the Charleston lightship and went 
down in spite of all her captain and crew 
could do to save her. Captain Whittier 
and all the crew save Rowe and. Myers 
were lost. Those lost were: 

Captain Whittier, First Mate Briggs, 
Second Mate Donald, a Norwegian; Stew- 
and Pat Haley and Seamen Wallace Stan- 
ford and Thomas Leveret. 

Rowe and Myers were washed on the 
beach after clinging to a plank for. fifteen 
hours. They were thoroughly exhausted, 
and had suffered greatly 1rom exposure.

Big Battleship Is Successfully Launched 


at Newport News. 


MISS LEITER WAS SPONSOR 


Governor Tanner and State Officials 
Attend the Exercises.

GREAT CROWDS OF PEOPLE WERE PRESENT 


As the Big Man-of-War Starts To Move 
the Fair Illinois Girl Breaks a 
Bottle of Wine Over Prow. 


Newport News,Va., October 4.—Amid the 
enthusiastic plaudits of nearly 40,000 in- 
tently interested people, the shrill saluta- 
tion of steam whistles ‘from many boats 
and tugs and the strains of ‘‘The Star 
Spangled Banner” the first-class battleship 
Illinois mwas launched today. The teuneh 
was @ brilliant success in every particular, 
the mechanical preparations being perfect, 
the assemblage of spectators unpreeedent- 
ed in the history of the Newport News 
Ship Building and Dry Dock Company 
and distinguished in personne!. 

The sponsor of the vessel, Miss Nannie 
Leiter, of Chicago, accompanied by Gov- 
ernor Tanner, of Illinois; his staff, in full 
uniform, and a crowd of distinguished 
Chicagoans, came up from Old Point early 
this morning by steamer. The Newport 
News brought the distinguished guests of 
the shipyard from Washington, and all thé 
steamboat and railway lines poured people 
into the port up to the very hour of the 
launching. Notable among the vessels in 
the harbor was the president’s dispatch 
boat Dolphin, having on board Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Allen and a party 
of Washingtonians. 

As the hour for the christening of the 
powerful addition to: the country’s fitting 
navy drew near the immense crowd sought 
points of vantage around the ponderous 
painted steel hull, lying helplessly upon 
the ways, from which jts inittal plunge 
Into the water could be viewed. A sun, as 
burning as midsummer, poured its scorch- 
ing rays upon the crowd, which was con- 
Stantly being augmented up to the very 
moment of the vessel's plunge. 

Christening Party Comes. 

The approach of the christening party 
was heralded by cheers, and Miss 
Leiter and her cortege ascended the gaily 
decorated platform alongside the prow of: 
the vessel:all eyes were turned thither. 
The hull upon the inclined sliding 
platform with her bow pointed inland, as 
is usual when are to be launched. 
While the crowd expectantly waited the 
kee] blocks on which the hull and 
the shores along her sides were carefully 
removed until the weight rested upon the 
sliding ways. The vessel was held then 
only by the oaken planks between the 
sliding and the pround ways. As these 
were being severed by the saw. all éyes 
were concentrated on the bow and the r- 
viewing stand, where the sponsor stood 
waiting to perform her conspicuous part 
in the ceremony. Suddenly the painted 
mass Of steel quivered, then slowly and 
more rapidly began sliding toward the 
water, Just as the motion fairly began 
Miss Leiter, who had been standing with 
the christening bottle poised in air, let it 
Swing Sharply against the bow. simul- 
taneously uttering the words: 

“I christen tilee LIllinois,’’- then amid 
deafening applause, the wavine of banners 
and #he sereaming of steam whistles. the 
» gaily decorated hull with more than a 
hundred persons aboard gilded gracefully 
into the James river, and her bows 
Cleared the ways, slowly floated out into 
the stream.

PROGRESS SLOWLY 


Americans Hold a Long Conference with 
Major General Merritt. 


PHILIPPINES ARE DISCUSSED 


Spaniards Busy Themselves with Tele- 
grams to Madrid Government. 


BOTH PARTIES CALL ON PRESIDENT FAURE 


Leading Don Declares in an Interview 
That Peace Will Put New Phase 
on the Eastern Question. 


Paris, October 4.—The morning was cold 
and disagreeable, favoring indoor work, of 
which each peace commission has plenty 
on hand. The American commissioners de- 
termined to devote today’s session to a 
conference with Majon General Merritt. 
The session began at 10 o'clock and lusted 
until 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 

General Merritt detailed to the commis- 
sions his personal views and those of Rear 
Admiral Dewey regarding the physical, geo- 
graphical, moral and political conditions 
prevailing in the Philippine islands. 

General Merritt's exposition of his per- 
sonal views and judgment of the Philip- 
pine islands ‘was not finished today. He 
will meet the cOmmission again tomorrow, 
when he will continue to discharge his 
errand here. 

President Montero Rios, of the Spanish 
commission, and his colleagues were busy 
today with telegraphic and other, corre- 
spondence, 

The United States ambassador, General 
Horace Porter, will give a dinner in honor 
of the Americans tomorrow afternoon, and 
next week General Porter will give a din- 
ner in honor of both commissions at the 
United States embassy. 

The Spanish commissioners were received 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon by President 
Faure at the Elysee palace. The members 
of the Spanish commission were introduced 
by the Spanish ambassador, Senor Leon y 
Castillo, and Senor Rios expressed the grat- 
ification of the commission at meeting the 
president of France. 

Faure Receives Commissioners. 

At 4:45 p. m., immediately following the 
reception of the Spaniards, the members 
of the American commission were received 
by President Faure. General Porter re- 
ceived the gucsts on the steps of honor, 
and they proceeded to the grand salon. 
President Faure, surrounded by the official 
household, received General Porter, who 
presented Judge Day and the members of 
the commission in turn, at which Judge 
Day presented President Faure a cable 
message from President McKinley. It was 
dated October 3d and was addressed 10 
“His Excellency President Faure, of the 
republic of France,” and was signed “Wil- 
liam McKinley, president of the United 
States.’’ It read as follows: 

“On this occasion, when the commissions 
of the United States and Spain are about 
to assemble at the capital of France to 
negotiate peace, and when the representa- 
tives of this government are receiving the 
hospitality and the good will of the re- 
public, J. beg to tender you my most 
friendly greeting and the assurances of 
my grateful appreciation of your. kind 
courtesies to the American commission- 
ers.’”’ 

President Faure, in replying courteously, 
expressed his appreciation of the expres- 
sions and declared that he reciprocated 
them. 

President Faure said that everything pos- 
sible: would be done for the comfort of the 
cammissions and concluded with saying: 

“As the name of LaFayette is held dear 
in the United States, so is Washingten 
revered in France.” 

The president then added that he would 
immediately transmit directly to Pres dent 
McKinley his reply to the iatter’s coraial 
messuge. 

The following is the text of President 
Faure’s cable message to Presideat Mc- 
Kinley: 

‘lL have had great pleasure in receiving 
the American plenipotentiaries to the 
Hispano-American peace commission, Dur- 
ing the course of an audience Mr. Day 
read the telegram which you so gracious y 
sent me. I] am very much touched by the 
sentiments which your exceliency has been 
kind enough to express and d Neartily thank 
you for them, I hope the American com- 
missioners will have kind recollections of 
their sojourn ja Paris, which J] s5ak try to 
render agreeable for them wand | siicercy 
hope for a happy termination of ‘ne pxcific 
work of the commiss.on,”’ 

La Patrie this evening prints an interview 
said to have been had with General Rafael 
Cerero y Saenz, of the Spanish peace com- 
mission, in Wuico he is represented as 
saying: 

Eastern Questions Complicated. 

“Peace between Spain and the United 
States will complicate all the eastern ques- 
tions. The day upon which the preiimi- 
naries are signed, the first chapter in the 
new history of Europe will be commenced, 
as the United States hencefogth will play 
a preporideraht tole in events of which 
different. parts of the world will the 
theater. 

“It has beéf pretended that Spain: want- 
ed war, or at least allowed herself to be 
dragged into it. This is a mistake, since 
the United States have long coveted our 
colonies. They introduced separatist and 
autonomic ideas into Cuba, ideas which 
were not shared by a majority of the in- 
habitants of the island. Influences of all 
kinds have been brought to play to excite 
risings, and hence resuited a war, the 
consequences of which may be so preju- 
dicta] to ourselves and may affect all Euro- 
pean interests. 

“The North Americans ap their side will 
be compelled to create at once the naval 
forces demanded by ‘the situation brought 
about by ourselves. The stronger the 
United States are the more their friend- 
ship will be sought after, and the more 
also their rivalry will be feared by all 
European nations. 

“Took at the extreme Orient, where 
France, Russia, Germany and England are 
powerful rivals. If the Americans install 
themselves in the Philippines the situation 
will be greatly modified and they will not 
hesitate to seek the friendship of Japan 
and Fmgliand tothe detriment of all other 
nations. This will be for America a truly 
privileged situation, but the diptomatie role 
will be rendered proportionately more dif- 
ficult.”’

adjusted. There was suffering when the 
men were compelled to lie on the breast- 
works. The meat was poor and they had 
10 bread, but hard tack. They were forc- 
ed to He in the sun and water alternately, 
and necessacily there was much sickness. 
While they had the full quota of doctors 
and nurses, he thought that if more had 
furnished the men would have been 
better cared for. As for ratiOns, three 
days’ supplies were generally issued. 
Whenever the troops went into action they 
would throw their food away as well as 
their packs, and they often did not recover 
them. 

In reply to questions, he stated he never 
had heard of any shortage of commissary 
Or ordnance supplies at Santiago, but he 
had been told that the medical supplies 
were short. Yet he had no personal knowl- 
edge on this point. He had some 
wounded men crawling to the rear in the 
engagement, but ag a rule after a man 
fell in battle he was carried to the hosp.- 
tal by the medical corps. He said that ag 
a rule the quality of hard tack was good. 
Where there was any deterioration it was 
due to local rains and not to whe fact of 
original inferiority. 

Tihe spirit of the army. was such, he said, 
that there was no disposition to complain. 
They were all proud to be there and wil- 
ling to undergo the hardships. 

Regulars Take Care of Themselves. 

Replying to a question from Colonel 
Denby, General Wheeler said that the 
regulars had shown a greater ability to 
take care of themselves than tne volun- 
teers.

‘Florida Likely to Have Five Months’ 
Tarmoil at Any Time. 


HAS NO LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 


Legislature Elected in November Does 
Not Meet Until April. 


THE PRESS AGITATING A REMEDY 


If the Governor Should Die in the In- 
terval There Is No Law by Which 
Successor Could Be Named. 


Tallahassee, Fla., October 4.—(Special.j— 
“Among the state officials at the capitol 
here considerable interest and apprehen- 
sion are felt and are being expressed at the 
inadequate and unsatisfactory status of 
the laws of Florida governing the guber; 
natorial succession in case of a vacancy 
by death or resignation or other cause. 
Efforts were made last spring to interest 
the state press in setting ihe matter before 
the people, but the editors se med unpre- 
pared to tackle the matter. If Governor 
“Bloxham should die or resign between the 
‘election @ay in November and the meeting 
of the legislature next April, there would 
‘be no person who could legally fill the 
“vacancy. A clear statement of the law 
which makes possible this danger of a 
‘hiatus in the executive office at any time 
during the coming winter ought to be in- 
teresting to—and ought to be read care- 
fully by—every citizen of Florida. 


What the Law Provides For. 

The only provision in the state constitu- 
tion concerning this important matter Is 
‘found in section 19 of article 4, where it 
ifs provided that in case of the impeach- 
‘ment, removal, death, resignation or in- 
sability of the governor, “the powers and 
@uties of governor shall devolve upon the 
> president of the senate for the residue of 
the term, or until the disability shall cease, 
and in case of the impeachment, removal 
“from office, death, resignation or inability 
of the president of the senate, 'the powers 
and duties of the office shall devolve upon 
the speaker of the house of representa- 
‘tives. But should there be a general elec- 
tion for members of the legislature during 
such vacancy, an election fér governor to 
fill the same shall be held at the same 
time.”’ 

Owing to the death several months ago 
of Hon. Charles J. Perrinot, president of 
the senate, that office is now vacant, and 
must so remain until the next meeting» of 
the legislature, which in ordinary course 
will not occur until next April. The pres- 
ent speaker of the house is: Hon. D. H. 
Mays, of Jefferson county, anda he would 
become governor should there be a va- 
cancy before the next general election in 
‘ NoVember, 1898, at which time there would 
be an election to fill the yacancy. (Sec. 19, 
Art, 4). 

The term of the speaker of the lower 
house will expire at the time of the gen- 
eral election for senators and representa- 
tives in November, 1898. Section 14 of arti- 
cle 16 of the constitution might seem to 
throw some doubt upon this, as it provides 
that “All\etate, county and municipal of- 
ficers shall continue in office after the 
expiration of their official terms until their 
Successors are duly qualified.” It is be- 
lived, however, that this doubt is removed 
by reference to section 2 of article 16, where 
tne “members of the legislature’ are men- 
tioned as if they are not regarded as being 
included in the list.of officials to which 
Bection 14 above applies; and more 
cially by reference to sections 1 and 2? (as 
amended in 1896), of article 7, the first of 
which provides that ‘* * * and the terms 
of office of each of the said senators and 
members of the house of representatives 
shall expire at the election senators 
and members of the house of representa- 
tives, ete,”’ 

There being now no president of the sen- 
ate and the term of the speaker of the 
house expiring at the time of the election 
in November, there is no provision for 
filling a vacancy in the office of governor 
which might the course of human evenis 
hhavpen between the November electicn 
and the meeting of the legislature next 
April. a period of five months. Florida 
would be without a governor—without any 
officer to exercise the important powers 
and discharge the various duties of gov- 
ernor—and there is no guaranty that chaos 
would not reign. 


Constitutional Amendment Necessary. 


It is scarcely practicable to close up this 
Eap at once. Some amendment of the state 
constitution will be necessary, and the 
machinery for changing that instrument is 
cumbrous and of slow working. It is a 
fact, nNowever, that as the time approaches 
during which this hiatus might easily oc- 
cur, the matter has received earnest Jis- 
cussion among those persons naturally 
most interested in it—the statehouse of- 
ficials—and there is a strong feeling among 
them that the people should be posted 
upon the question, and that the next legis- 
lature should previde a remedy which will 
prevent a recurrence of such conditions. 

In this connection it should be stated 
that Governor Blexham’'s health at 
time is good. He returned here a few 
ago after spending a couple of months 
in thé mountains of Virginia. and seems 
unusually well But he is not the healthiest 
man in the world, and even if he were. 
the law, as it now stands, is unsatisfac- 
tory and should be changed. 

Seyeral remedies might be suggested: the 
office of Meutenant governor micht be cre. 
ated, or the various cabinet officers might 
be placed in line of succession. Each of 
these places finds advocates at the capitol 
but it is strictly a problem fer the legisla- 
ture to solve, and it is deemed very impor- 
tant that the members should take the 
sense of their constituents before they as- 
semble here and take the matter up.

MORE RAIN THAN IN YEARS.

The 
figures going to prove this are very inter- 
esting. The annual rainfall in Atlanta is 
fixed at 52 inches, Up to 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon the rainfall for this year was 
exactly 41.32 inches. This amount is al- 
ready ahead of the fall last year, which was 

38.30. 

As a rule, October is the driest month that 
we have, the average for October is 2.25 
inches, and at 8 o'clock yesterday morning 
we already had 3.02. The chances are that 
there will certainly oe more frain_ this 
month, and that we will have ¢€nearly 
twice as much rain in this October as the 
average. 

The average rainfall for November is 3.51 
and the average for December 4.43, As a 
general thing the rain during these months 
comes up or nearly to the average, and 
if that ia the case this year we will €ertain- 
ly exceed the yearly average. The predic- 
tion of the weather bureau for today is 
that we will have showers, but Chief Mar- 
bury said that his personal opinion was 
that the best part of the day would be 
fair. The showers are not apt to be con;

showers,

‘WEATHER POR WEEK 
DID CROPS GOOD 


Much Fodder Was Saved on Account of 
the Genial Sonshine. 


‘COTTON IS OPENING RAPIDLY 


Forecaster Marbury Says the Cotton 
Crop Will Be Shy. 


LARGE QUANTITIES. OF HAY SAVED 


Storm Now Moving Up the Coast—May 
Do Crops in This State Much 
Harm. 


THE WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN IS- 
sued yesterday by the weather bureau is 
the last one of the season. The crops have 
arrived now at a stage where changes in 
the weather conditions will have but Kittle 
effect upon the outcome. Reports concern- 
ing the damage by the recent storm to the 
rice crop will not come in, but it is known 
that the rice crop, already damaged by the 
storms, has been injured to quite an ex- 
tent. At the first of the season the. crop 
reports were very encouraging, but ever 
since the heavy rains started in July the 
reports have been very discouraging. Too 
much dry weather at the first of the sea- 
son and too much rain at the end have 
made ¢his year gne of the poorest for crops 
that we have had in Georgia for many 
years. Following is the report issued yes- 
terday: 

The weather during the week just closed 
has been, on the whole, very favorable to 
general farm work and the saving of fod- 
der, cotten and hay. Cotton is opening 
rapidly, and jn most sections nearly the 
entire crop is-open. Picking is being push- 
ed, but there is ‘a scarcity of help in some 
counties. The general quality of cotton is 
not good and the yield will be short, Some 
corn has been gathered, but much of it is 
badly rotted. Large quantities of hay have 
been secured in good condftion. Large gar- 
dens are improving. Rice is being harvest- 
ed, but it is damaged to some extent. 
Many farmers are busy preparing land for 
fall seeding. Peas and potatoes are good 
in most sections. The storm now moving 
up the coast will in all probability cause 
serious damage to crops in the southern 
half of the state. 

S The Northern Division. 

Catoosa—Farmers busy saving hay; corn 
and peas badly damaged on ‘low lands. 

Chattooga—Cool and cloudy most of the 
week; cotton opening rapidly; about half 
the crop open; peas badly damaged by too 
much wet weather. 

Cherokee—Cotton being picked as fast as 
possible; peas are being harvested; sugar 
cane not very good, 

Dawson—Weather has been favorable for 
saving ‘thay; co.iton opening and being pick- 
ed rapidly, but is of poor quality; turnip 
crop short. 

Eibert—The 
cloudy; unfavorable 
late fodder, 
Fannin—The week has been partly cloudy 
with little rain; sweet and irish potatoes 
rotting in the ground; sorghum being made; 
yield only fair. 

” Floyd—Cotton has opened very fast and 
is being picked with a rush; plowing for 
wheat in progress. 

Franklin—Weather favorable for picking 
cotton; turnips are fine; potatoes large and 
plentiful. 
Gilmer—Week has been favorable 
farm work; some improvement in crops,

ing is behind hand; good crops of pea vines

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SEVEN COMPANIES OF THE SECOND 
Georgia volunteer infantry left Camp At- 
kinson yesterday for their homes and the 
remairder of the regiment, with the excep- 
tion of three officers with a guard of 
forty men and Lieutenant-Quartermaster 
Eugene Hardeman and his assistants, will 
leave the camp this afternoon. In order 
to secure uniformity in the regiment, all 
furloughs have been made to date from 
October 6th, and they will. expire on No- 
vember 4th. 

The men will not be given furloughs un- 
til they reach their destinations, and they 
will be mustered out on November 4th at 
the place from where their furloughs are 
given them. The first of the soldiers to 
leave the city yesterday were companies 
E and C, commanded, respectively, by 
Captains Renkl and Frye, the former being 
in command. They left at 11:35 o’clock 
yesterday morning for Augusta, 

Yesterday afternoon Captain Perkins left 
in command of company H for Rome, and 
last ni¢ght at 7:4 o’clock the First bat- 
talion, in command of Lieutenant Colonel 
Garrard, left for Savannah. This battalion 
consists of company B, Captain Scriven, 
company K, Captain Cann; company L, 
Captain Hopkins, and company M, Captain 


Austin. 

None of the companies which left the 
city yesterday will return to Atlanta. They 
will be given furloughs after reaching their 
homes and will be formally mustered out 
in their respective cities on November 4tf. 

A large crowd was waiting at the depot 
yesterday to see the soldiers off and there 
Wag much enthusiasm evinced. The men 
were loudly cheered and a number of la- 
dies were present to wave their handker- 
chiefs. The soldiers made a large number 
of acquaintances while in the city and 
these were at the depot to bid them goodby. 

Major W. J. 
talion, yesterday requested the Consoli- 
dated Street railway to haul the soldiers 
to the city free of charge on account of 
the inclement weather. The soldiers were 
opposed to walking to the city through the 
mud, and tais was stated by Major Ken- 
drick.

1898. 
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The State Election Today. 

‘The voters of Atianta should remem- 
ber that the state and county election 
takes place today, as well as the nomi- 
nation of city officers. 

The voting booths in each precinct 
are close together, so that after having 
voted for the city nominees, the voter 
can perform his duty to the state by 
voting for governor, ‘statehouse officers, 
legislative ticket and county officers. 

In this election Fulton county should 
take the lead by casting a large major- 
ity for democracy, The registrationyists 
show. names enough for this, and the 
cause ig one which should appeal to 
every patriotic citizen. 

In Fulton county the voters should 
remember the three legislative nomi- 
nées, aS well as the nominee for the 
thirty-fifth senatorial district—Hon. R. 
T. Nesbitt. An effort is being made 
to slip in a populist in place of Mr. 
Nesbitt, which can easily be frustrated 
if the people but turn out. 


' Provinciality in Politics. 

It is very evident.that the new condi- 
tions which have been imposed on this 
country by the imposition of a foreign 
money standard are destined to produce 
far-reaching results if the people who 
are most interested propose to give their 
support to the party that is in favor of 
maintaining that standard. ; 

Already the suppression of the de- 
mand for goods in this country, by rea- 
son of the scarcity and dearness of mon- 
ey, has caused our manufacturers to in- 
vade foreign markets with their goods. 
The preliminary to that invasion was 
the reduction of the wages of American 
workingmen to a point in the scale be- 
low that of the pauper labor of Europe. 
This was essential, otherwise American 
goods could not compete with Euro- 
pean goods at the very doors of foreign 
factories, 

Up to date the situation is this: By 
adopting the gold standard this country 
has depreciated its products, and made 
money hard to get. The result is that 
it has almost destroyed the home mar- 
ket, once the finest in the world, for all 
goods except the bare necessities of life. 
With the home market almost destroy- 
ed, it has been necessary for manufac- 
turers to seek foreign markets, and this 
has been made possible by the whole- 
sale reduction of wages. We have thus 
had a wonderful, a notable, a remarka- 
ble, an extraordinary (we use the superb 
phraseology of eastern editors) increase 
in our foreign trade, and the time seems 
ripe for everybody to pat his neighbor 
on the back, or to leap up in the air 
and cut the pigeon wing. It is doubtful 
if the army of under-paid wage-earners 
will have the spirit to join in such a 
patriotic manifestation. 

Nevertheless, since our manufacturers 
have joined with lieht hearts in the ef- 
forts to destroy the home market. and 
to degrade the working classes some- 
thing must be done. Our foreign trade 
must be expanded still further; the fur- 
naces must be kept blazing and the 
machinery must be kept moving. And 
~et, though the necessity seems to be 
paramount, the emergency finds our 
statesmen almost hopelessly provinciab. 
They do not know enough to begin pre- 
parations to protect our treaty rights in 
China. It is true that this same provin- 
ciality has played \fast and loose with 
China’s treaty rightSin this countty, a 
fact that is calculated to give our poli- 
ticlans a veneering of modesty so:far as 
the celestial kingdom is concerned: but 
our interests there are pressing enough 
to attract serious attention. 

It may be taken for granted that the 
policy which the European powers have 
instituted in China will be kept up un- 
less they are given a hint from some re- 
sponsible source or sources. This coun- 
try has small interest in the process of 
partition if the treaty rights which are 
already ours are preserved. These trea- 
ty rights cover all the privileges that 
China has bestowed or may bestow on 
auy other nation; and it is manifest 
that we cannot safely permit these 
rights to be abridged or abrogated by 
the process of partition. 

We cannot safely do so, and yet it is 
probable that our extraordinary poli- 
ticians will not lift their hands in the 
matter. Why? Oh, well, there was 
George — George Washington — and 
George, he said that we musth’t bother 
anybody, or intrude on anything, or en- 
tangle ourselves in any alliance with 
foreign powers. It is in vain that broad- 
minded men point to the fact that 
Washington’s advice was for the mo- 
ment. The nation was in its infancy, 
and might easily be swept into the 
whirlpool of European politics. What 
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the troubles 


| Washington dreaded was factions at 
home—factions that would be more dan- 
gerous to the peace and stability of the 
young republic. It is in vain that stu- 
dents point to the fact that Washington 
never had a policy which he was not 
willing to change for a more promising 
one; it is in vain that they call atten- 
tion to the alliance with France. The 
reply is ready-made: ‘Well, there was 
George, and he said,” and so forth and 
£0 on. 


The truth is there comes a time in- 


the history of a growing nation when 
it must either entangle something or 
other, or become entangled. In our 
opinion, if would be a very fortunate 
entanglement if the United States, Eng- 
lang@and Japan were to put their heads 
together and say to Russia and France 
that no matter how much fun the bear 
and the monkey might imagine they 
were having in their efforts to monopo- 
lize territory and trade in China, they 
would not be permitted to interfere with 
treaty rights or interfere with the 
world’s trade in that country. 

This much could be said and done 
without hurting anybody’s feelings; and 
it will have to be said and done before 
long if we are to maintain our status 
or improve our prospects in the eastern 
markets. It is true we have lost nothing 
thus far, but that is because this repub- 
lic has permitted England to bear ‘the 
whole burden of responsibility in her 
diplomatic efforts to maintain open mar- 
kets in China. It is manifest that this 
state of things cannot go on indefinitely. 
Owing to our diplomatic supineness, 
England has been outmaneuvered in 
China. The emperor, who.was Eng- 
land’s friend and who had placed him- 
self behind certain reforms that were 
offensive to some, has been quietly dis- 
posed of. This disposes of the reforms 
which were in the line of progress and 
looked to the improvement of trade and 
commerce, and it also disposes of Eng- 
land’s influence temporarily. 

For the time being, therefore, Russia 
falls heir to the influence which England 
has been able to acquire and exert. 
From a diplomatic point of view, the sit- 
uation in China is depressing. We have 
no doubt it will prove intolerable to 
British interests. But do-our provincial 
politicians propose to allow England to 
bear the brunt of the whole business? 
Such a thing would be inconceivable if 
all our politicians were as broad-mind- 
ed and as far-seeing as Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama. 

In view of what has just occurred in 
China, recent events at Manila seem to 
be providential. They seem to have 
been ordered for the express purpose of 
givine this country an opportunity to 
extend its influence and attract the at- 
tention of those races which have never 
had so much as a taste of free govern- 
ment. As Dewey epigrammatically puts 
it, “with Hawaii, Guam and Luzon, we 
can step across the sea without wetting 
our feet,” , . 

Such is the prospect, but fairer pros- 
pects than this have been chucked into 
the waste basket. 
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The Republican Party After the War. 

The New # York Tribune is candid 
enough to admit that the outlook for 
republican success in the congressional 
elections is not as brigit as it might 
be. It says the party is hampered; and 
then it goes on to make out a list of 
that are responsible for 
this dubious situation. 

Well, if the republican party is ham- 
pered, who did the hampering? Not the 
democrats, certainly, for in every move- 
ment and measure calculated to bring 
victory to our arms and glory to the 
country, they were foremost. They 
threw no obstacles in the way of the ad- 
ministration; they put aside all partisan 
feeling. and gave their votes and their 
moral support to every effort of Mr. 
McKinley to carry out the desires of 
the people. 

Nor were the democrats foremost in 
calling attention to the rank and hor- 
rible mismanagement at home and at 
the front by which the flower of the vol- 
unteer army was wrecked and disabled; 
nor did they make haste to place the 
responsibility for these things gn the 
shoulders of Alger; nor did they make 
any charges against the president. All 
these things were left for the republi- 
can publicists and politicians to do. 
When the truth of the situation was 
brought to view, the democrats could 
not avoid seeing it. They could not 
shut their eyes to the awful mistakes 
that had been made, but we do not re- 
member that any prominent democrat 
or any reputable democratic newspaper 
has sought to take partisan advantage 
of the facts and make capital out of 
them. 

There was no necessity for that. The 
situation spoke for itself. The condition 
of the troops, the neglect of which they 
had been made victims, was a stench in 
the nostrils of the whole public. 

If The Tribune desires to know what 
the main trouble is, we can give it the 
necessary information in very § few 
words. It is politics. While the dem- 
ocrats have steadfastly refrained from 
partisanship in matters relating to the 
war the republicans have been. ani- 
mated by quite different considerations. 
From the very first the lively organs 
claimed it as a republican war, and de- 
clared the results to be in the nature of 
a republican victory. The first long 
roll of military appointments was al- 
most entirely political in its character. 
Men notoriously unfit were appointed to 
positions, the duties of which required 
years to learn. 

And right there the whole trouble he- 
gan. Since the close of the war we have 
seen with what anxious haste the or- 
gans have claimed the victory for the 
republican party, though the men in the 
ranks were of all parties and never 
thought of politics. Such anxiety is 
naturally offensive to honest and pat- 
riotic citizens, and the result is that the 
republican party has come out of the 

ar distinctly weaker than when it 
went in. 
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Contributions of American Families. 

The recent death of ex-United States 
Ambassador Thomas F. Bayard suggests 
the nature of the contributions which 
some of the distinguished families of 
this country have made to American 
public life, 

To begin with the Bayards, we find 
that this family has been distinguished 
in each of its generations. The first of 
its members to wear senatorial honors 
was James A. Bayard, who served in 
the upper branch of congress during the 
early decades of the century. Imme- 
diately preceding the late war between 
the states Richard H. Bayard and Jameg 
A. Bayard, sons of the first James A. 
Bayard, occupied seats in that body. Di- 
rectly after the war Thomas F. Bay- 
ard, son of the second James A. Bay- 


ard, succeeded to the toga. In colonial 
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and revolutionary times the Bayards: 
were also distinguished in public alf- 
fairs. 

Another family prominent in Ameri- 
can history is that of the Washburns. 
Four members of this family achieved 
national prominence in one generation, 
viz, Israel, Elihu B.,,C. C. and C., A. 
Washburn. Israel Washburn became 
governor of Maine and C. C. Washburn 
governor of Wisconsin. Israel Wash- 
burn, Elihu B. Washburn and C, C. 
Washburn also became congressmen and 
for several years prior to the war they 
sat contemporaneously in the lower 
branch of the national legiskature, rep- 
resenting respectively the states of 
Maine, Iowa and Wisconsin. Elihu B. 
Washburn, in addition to wearing con- 
gressional honors, was also at one time 
secretary of state, and at another time 
ambassador to France. C. A. Washburn, 
the fourth brother, represented this 
country for several years at the capital 
of Paraguay, and was the author of sev- 
eral volumes. 

Every one is familiar with the record 
of the Field family. In large measure, 
the claims of this family rest upon the 
achievements of four brothers: David 
Dudley Field, one of the most distin- 
guished of American lawyers: Cyrus W. 
Field, the illustrious projector of the 
Atlantic cable; Stephen J. Field, until 
recently associate justice of the supreme 
court of the United States; and Henry 
M. Field, editor of The New York Evan- 
gelist, and well-known traveler and wri- 
ter. There is no family in American 
history which has stamped its impress 
upon the times more indelibly than the 
Field family. 

Still another influential 
family is the Dodge family. Henry 
Dodge was one of the first United 
States senators from Wisconsin, while 
his son, Augustus Caesar Dodge, was 
one of the first United States senators 
from Iowa. They both occupied seats 
in the upper branch of congress at the 
same time. Other members of the fam- 
ily have achieved success in mercantile 
and professional employments. 

The claims of the Harrison family are 
well represented by two presidents, Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison and Benjamin 
Harrison, of Indiana, grandfather and 
grandson. This record is exceeded only 
by that of the Adamses of Massachu- 
setts, John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams, father and son, both of whom 
were presidents. 

Restricting our view of the subject 
to this immediate section, we first take 
note of the Lamar family. Prior to the 
war this family furnished Mirabeau La- 
mar, at time president of the Texas 
republic "and L. Q. C. Lamar, the elder, 
judge of the superior court bench of 
Georgia. Since the war it has furnish- 
ed L. Q. C. Lamar, the younger, con- 
gressman, senator, cabinet officer and 
associate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States. Next comes the Col- 
quitt family, two of whose members 
Walter T. Colquitt and. Alfred Col- 
quitt, father and son, represented Geor- 
gia in the United States senate, though 
at different times, besides filling other 
public positions of responsibility and 
trust. Another distinguished family in 
the south is the Jackson family. Of 
this family there are several branches. 
In Virginia. it has furnished General 
Stonewall Jackson; in Tennessee, Pres- 
ident Andrew Jackson, and in Georgia, 
United States Senator James Jackson, 
Chief Justice James Jackson, of the su- 
preme court of Georgia; and ex-United 
States Minister Henry R. Jackson. 

Before closing this hastv review of 
the achievements of American families 
mention might be made of the Quincys 
and the Winthrops, of Massachusetts; 
the Beechers and the Abbotts, of New 
York, the Crittendons, the Breekin- 
ridges and the Clays, of Kentucky; the 
Calhouns, of South Carolina, and the 
Randolphs, the Tylers, the Marshalls 
and the Tuckers, of Virginia, each of 
these families having contributed more 
than one of its members to American 
public life.

The last day of the campaign was a 
busy one for the democratic state executive 
committee, and their headquarters in the 
Kimball house was thronged with visitors 


from all parts of the state who, dropping

Chafr- 
man Fleming G. duBignon did not return 
from Savannah as was expected, owing 
to sudden indisposition, and Vice Chairman 
Eda T. Brown was in charge. Mr. duBignon 
will be here this morning if his physician 
will permit him to travel, and will receive 
the returns at the committee room’. He 
will have as guests a number of prominent 
democratic workers and the headquarters 
will probably be a scene of jubilation when 
the county reports begin to come in. Colo- 
ned Candler will come down from Gaines- 
ville late in the afternoon, and among oth- 
ers who are expected are Senator Steve 
Clay, Hon. Phil Cook, candidate for secre- 
tary of state; Hon. O. B, Stevens, Colonel 
R. T. Nesbitt, Congressmen Livingston and 
Bartlett and Hon. W. A, Dodson, of Sum- 
ter, who is likely to be the next president 
of the serate, 

Colonel Candler stopped for a very short 
time in Atlanta yesterday morning before 
going to his home in Hall county and ex- 
pressed himself as highly pleased with his 
reception in Savannah. 

“It was about the most successful meet- 
ing of the campaign,” he said, ‘‘and I.am 
personally very grateful for all that was 
done for me. The storm of the day before 
was severe, but Monday dawned clear as 
a bell, and both in the city and on the 
river the weather was perfect. Good dem- 
ocrats there told me that while the regis- 
tration was not all they had ‘hoped it 
would be, they were certain that every 
man who had qualified himself to vote 
would vote the straight democratic ticket 
nll the way through, and that Chatham 
would, help to swell the magnificent demo- 
cratic majority which we are all hoping 
for.” 
“How big do you expect that majority 
to be, colonel?’’ someone asked. 

“I den't want to venture an estimate. I 
would rather have cvery democratic nom- 
iree, local and state, elected by small ma- 
jorities than that any one candidate should 
have a specially big one.’’ 

State Committee Sanguine. 

In the headquarters of the democratic 
state executive committee Vice Chairman 
Ed Brown dodged back and forth all day 
long from the front room, in which he re- 
ceived visitors, to the rear room, in which 
he looked after his correspondence. But 
both in person and by mail and telegraph 
the county leaders had only the best sort 
of news to communicate and all seemed 
anxious to see that their encouraging re- 
ports and rosy prophecies were sent in 
befcre the voting began. Many of these 
local leaders had been inclined to be mis- 
anthropic during the earlier stages of the 
campaign, and among those who were 
heard from yesterday were half a dozen 
who had begun their work gloomily and 
with foredodings. But so much has hap- 
pened to encourage them during the past 
few weeks, not only as a.result of their 
own efforts. but because of the prevailing 


‘political conditions, that they view the ap- 


proach of election day without the slightest 
anxiety. 

The populists carried thirty-two counties 
in Georgia last time, but there is a whole 
lot of good democratic money ready to 
wager that they won't get half that many 
now. In fact, the third party people have 
practically given up their state campaign, 
and if it were not for a number of county 
and legislative candidates who feel that 
they stand a chance of success the election 
today would be wholly one-sided. These 
candidates are struggling to keep them- 
selves afloat, and they have to hold up the 
state ticket in doing so. Where there is 
fusion with the negroes and white republl- 
cans they are making a special effort to 
maintain some sort of party autonomy, 
partly because they are ashamed of their 
own unholy alliance and partly because 
they have still sense enough left to know 
that they need the help of some regular 
organization. It is only because of this 
that intelligent observers of politi- 
cal affairs look for any sort of a 
populist vote at aill, because it has 
no ticket, no platform and no principles 
that stand for anything in a civilized com- 
munity. 5 
Trying To Hurt Nesbitt. 

One of the many populist schemes that 
purely local political condi- 
tions will confront Fulton county voters 
today. The democratic nominee for the 
state senate in the thirty-fifth district, 
which comprises the counties of Fulton, 
Cobb and Clayton, is Colonel R. T. Nes- 
bitt, the present state commissioner of ag- 
riculture. His nomination was the result 
of a bitter factional struggle, and it has 
been said that some democrats in Cobb 
county will scratch him because of their 
personal feeling in the matter. This has 
encouraged the ever-watchful populist lead- 
ers, and they have brought out a ticket in 
Fulton which contains the names of all 
the democratic nominees for the legislature 
and for county officers, with the exception

the ticket appears that of Mr. Born, of 
Cobb county, the populist candidate, and 
all voters are warned to look their ballots 
over carefully before voting. It is a trick 
that is liable to fool the most careful, for 
there are lots of good democrats who do 
not know who their senatorial nominee is, 
The hottest fusion fight of all is that 
which Hon. Render Terrell faces in his 
candidacy for the state senate in Douglas, 
Meriwether and Coweta counties. The pop- 
ulists, republicans and disgruntled demo- 
crats have combined on a candidate against 
him, and the struggle is close and bitter. 
But there is good reason to believe that 
Coweta will roll up a rousing democratic 
majority and save the day. Senatorial can- 
didates Webb, of the thirty-ninth; Morri- 
son, of the thirty-third; Clifton, of the first, 
and Rawlings, of the twentieth districts, 
and others, are experiencing troubles of 
the same kind, but all expect to pull 
through. It looks as though some of the 
third party for-office-only leaders had 
made a general arrangement with the ne- 
groes and white republicans looking to a 
concerted attack upon democratic ‘suprem- 
aoy in the upper house and had expected 
to work it without discovery. The only 
result of their game, however, has been to 
make the democratic nominees and their 
friends more watchful, aggressive and en- 
ergetic.

HURT MAKES AN INTERESTING TALK 


Colonel W. S. Thomson and H. E. W. 
Palmer Also Make Short Speeches. 
Gathering at Klein’s Hall 
Inclined To Be Violent 
at Times. 


ONE OF THE LIVELIEST POLITICAL 
campaigns ever known in Atlanta came to 
a close last night. 

Today is the date of final settlement and 
The Constitution wiQ publish tomorrow the 
distribution of municipal plums according 
to the will of the people. The campaign 
has been on nearly eight months and on 
account of the important issues involved 
the citizens of Atlanta have probably taken 
more interest in this eléction tnan in former 
‘primaries for years. 

Messrs. Woodward and Martin came very 
near having a joint debate last nichi in 
Klein’s hall on Hunter street. Several days 
ago Mr. Joel Hurt, candidate for council 
from the fourth ward, rented the hall for 
jast night’s meeting. By some misunder- 
standing the friends of Mr. Woodward an- 
nounced that he would also speak there on 
this oceasion. Not wishing to 
Woodward in am embarrassing position Mr. 
Hurt invited Mr. Woodward to take part 
in his meeting and also extenJed a cirdial 
invitation to Mr. Martin, who wag holding 
@ rousing meeting at the courthouse. Mr. 
Woodward left the hall as soon as he hed 
finished epeaking, however, before Mr. 
Martin arrived. Mr. Woodward's leavirg 
was a great disappointment to those pres- 
ent who were anxious to hear the public Is- 
sues discussed by both candidates jointly. 

Mr, Martin made two of the most power- 
ful addresses of his campa'gn last night. 
There were about 400 voters in the bage- 
ment of the courthouse and they received 
him most enthusiastically. With the excep- 
tion of the noise created by three young 
boys in the rear of the hall and the ques- 
tions asked by J. S. Lester, whom Mr. 
Martin defeated as police commissioner by 
getting every vote Mr. Martin 
met with a warm reception in the third 
ward. He was introduced by Mr. Joe] Hurt 
and spoke for ahout thirty minutes, throw- 
ing some hot shot at his opponent on the 
public issues of the campaign ani the al- 
leged attemptgof Mr. Woodward iv mi's- 
represent him.

MR. HURT’S SPEECH. 

Joe] Hurt, candidate for council from the 
fourth ward, was whe first speaker, and 
made a short, but strong and interesting 
talk. On account of the misunderstanding 
which had occurred concerning the two 
meetings. at the hall, he made his speech 
brief in order to give the other candidates 
present an opportunity to be heard. He 
said in part: 

“In becoming a candidate for council I 
have resolved to perform the duties of the 
office to the best of my ability. I shall give 
all the time necessary to the discharge of 
the duties of the office; I shall give my in- 
telligence and work faithfully for the inter- 
ests of the city and the people. I wil] do 
more than sit at a desk and pass upon the 
routine matters. I will endeavor by sug- 
gestions and otherwise to point out plans 
which, if they are correct, will lead to the 
enhancement of our industries, and will 
work to bring here industries in other lines. 

“I have been engaged during the past 
twenty years with what I call a dominant 
idea. Some people would call it a hobby. 
Each of my hobbies has resulted in’ the 
establishment of some enterprise in which 
my friends and myself are engaged. Each 
time one of these enterprises has come to 
the front it has been imitated within one 
year. 

“I will not undertake tonight to answer 
the criticisms of my opponent. In one 
speech he uttered over 4; words in criti- 
cism of me, ,and not one word as to what 
he would do if elected. In another ward, at 
another meeting, he uttered more than 
6,000 words in criticism of me. Time does 
not aliow me to answer these charges. It 
would take a life time to answer them, 

‘Il deny that so far as that infamous 
dodger charged that I tampered with the 
jury list, that I have ever known two dozen 
men on the list. As to the [ist in question, 


I never knew that it was presented to the 
commissioners, and yet I am charged with 
having had over 1,000 names dropped from 
the jury list. The answer to this infamous 
charge comes this aiternoon from the grand 
jury. That ‘body has given the matter a 
thorough investigation, and says it is all 
moonshine, that there is nothing in it. 
For two weeks I have been eubject to the 
charges in that dodger. I ask you in the 
interest of justice, by your votes, to de- 
nounce this infamous act.”’ 

Mr. Hurt then began to tell of his plans 
for the bringing of manufacturing indus- 


tries to Atlanta, and of the manner in| 
which he would advance these interests. 
He told of the large number of silk fac- 
tories in Patterson, N. J., and read figures | 
showing the great amount of money which | 
is spent in paying the working people and! 
the enormous -profits which are realized, | 

spoke of the fact that the south had | 
been following in the wake of NewEngland 
in the matter of cotton factories. He said! 
what was needed was not to imitate fac- 
tories that have been running for the past 
fifty years, but to get in contact with in- 
telligent men who understand the changes 
and improvements. He said that even | 
though he was not elected, he hoped the 
people who listened to him would think of | 
these things and carry them on. 

“I do not want political office. You could | 
not buy me to run for this office for $10,- 
000,000, and I will swear it, if need be. Why, 
I am giving up more than this office ceuld 
pay me in years. If I can bring to your 
minds, even though you do not adopt them, 
those schemes which have proved success- 
ful in other and larger communities, 1 will 
have accomplished one of my objects. 

“Do you imagine that if I had one-half 
the influence in the city government that 
they charge, 1 would want to go into the 
government? 

“I would no more undertake to go into 
the city council to advance my own inter- 
ests, irrespective of the interests of every 
citizen in Atlanta, than I would think of 
committing the most heinous crime i| 
know of.” 

Mr, Hurt then referred again to his | 
plans for industrial advancement, and gave | 
an example of a country where this had | 
proved most successful, Austria. He told | 
of the conditions which once existed in that 
country and of the conditions of the pres- 
ent day. He referred to the appointment | 
of a commission to investigate matters, and! 
to have ready information concerning thé 
cost of various industries and of the profits 
to be derived from them. The benefit to he 
derived from such a commission, he said, 
could not be estimated. The increase in 
taxes which would be caused by the estab- | 


lishment of industries of various kinds 
would, in the course of a few years, more 
than pay for the expense of the commis- 
#ion. 


MR. WOODWARD AND OTHERS. 

After Mr. H@irt concluded his remarks, 
Mr. W. H. Patterson stated to the audi- 
ence that Mr. Hurt had engaged the hall, 
and that yesterday afternoon Mr. Wood- 
ward, not knowing of it, announced that he 
would make a talk to the voters of the 
third ward. Mr. Patterson stated that as 
Mr. Woodward had made the announce- 
ment, he could not disappoint his crowd, 
and that Mr. Hurt had accorded him the 
courtesy of speaking to the voters of the 
ward Mr. Patterson then introduced Mr. 
Woodward, who advanced to the front 
of the platform and began his speech. 

He said he did not feel that he could 
close the campaign without appearing once 
among the people whom he had lived with 
as neighbors for 60 many years. He said 
that he had made many speeches during 
the campaign, and could not then make an 
extended address on the questions that 
were involved in the campaign. He said: 

“Tl ani addressing especially the citizens 
of the third ward, where I have lived for 
over twenty years, and those people whom 
1 have represented in council for one term, 
and on the aldermanic board for two terms. 
When I entered council the ward had no 
lights, no paved streets, no sidewalks, no 
sewers and nothing from the city; but 
now it has sidewalks, streets, lights and 
every convenience that the city can afford, 
and I attribute the accomplishment of 
these things to my own humble efforts.” 

Mr. Woodward continued, and took up 
the matter that he thas talked about to all 
of his crowds. He spoke of Captain Broth- 
erton and referred to Mr. Martin as 
Brotherton’s Candidate. He spoke of the 
newspapers and of their unfairness, as he 
termed the fight that the opponents were 
making on him. 

He spoke of nothing new other than on 
the line upon which Mr. Hurt had spoken 
a short time before, namely, that of bring- 
ing capital to the city, and the erection of 
manufactories and the employment of la- 
bor. He pleaded for fairness, which, he 
said, hadmot been accorded him, and spoke 
of the manner in which the managers and 
clerks for the election had been chosen. 
He then commenced to speak of the work 
he hhad done for the people of the third 
ward, and closed with a recital of what he 
said were the vicious methods of Mr. Mar- 
tin. He said he was making the race on 
his own mérits, and did not want the of- 
fice unless it could be obtained in that 
way. 

At the close of his speech, loud cheers 
were made for Hardy O. Teat. Mr. Teat 
waited for some time before he would at- 
tempt to address the meeting. He finally 
came to the front and spoke in the inter- 
est of organized labor. He caught the 
crowd and his few words were loudly 
cheered whenever he paused. 

He said that he wanted capital to come 
for the laboring man. He said it made la- 
bor more plentifu) and thereby created 
jobs for the working people. 

“It gives the working man a chance,” 
he said. “‘I am in favor of corporations; 
if we have none, we have no work. Let 
the money come,” he shouted, ‘‘and then 
we will fight it after it gets here, if it is 
necessary. Iam for organized labor, and 
in order for it to flourish we must have 
capital. and industries, and wo can tell 
them what we want, and I believe if we 
approach the capital witb a fair propo- 
sitidn, we can get what we want.” 

Mr. Teat closed amid great cheers, and 
was a favorite for the evening. 

Mr. W. 8. Thomson -was introduced and 
said that he thad come from the fourth 
ward in behalf of his friend, Mr. Joel Hurt. 
He commenced his remarks ‘by talking of 
tthe necessity in Atianta of new industries— 
the line upon which Mr. Hurt had spoken. 
He spoke of the candidates for mayor and 
precipitated a violent scene, but no per- 
<onal damage occurred. Quiet wag finally 
restored. 

Mr. Thomson then continued his speech. 
He spoke of the signal ability of Mr. Mar- 
tin and said that if the people of Atlanta 
wanted brains, energy and ability in the 
ecuncil he shoukt be voted for. 

Judge H. E. W. Paimer was the next 
speaker. He said that the municipal gov- 
ernment should be a business government 
that Mr. Hurt was pre-eminently a

He referred to the statement made by 
Mr Woodward before the policemen that 
he (Mr Martin) had voted against the eigat 
hour system while a police commissioner.

Mr. Martin then compared his record of 
work for the tolling people with that of 
Mr. Woodward, He stated Mr. Woodward 
had been in council] eight or ten years, 
but that he had never heard of anything 
he had done for the laboring people. Mr. 
Martin stated that while a member of the 
legislature he was the author og the bill 
establishing labor day; that he advocated 
the measure keeping Pinkerton detectives 
out of the south; that he worked for the 
measure giving railroad men better hours, 
and that he worked and voted for another 
measure preventing blacklisiing amoung 
railroad cOmpanies. 

In reference to bossism, Mr. Martin stat- 
ed it would be more reasonable to call Mr. 
Woodward the candidatee of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company, of The Atlanta 
Journal, of the Granite Street Paving Com- 
pany, and of the liquor element, than to 
say he (Martin)' was the candidate of Mr.

“The Journal stated yesterday I was the 
candidate of Mr. Brotherton.

They have fifty-five thousand acres in 
Ware, Pierce and Chariton counties, in- 
cluding the town of Hoboken, fifteen miles 
below Waycross; 6,89 acres in Glynn, in- 
cluding the famous Altama plantation; 8,000 
acres in Camden, inciuding the town of 
White Oak on the Florida Central and 
Peninsular railroad.

MONETARY SITUATION EASIER 


St. Paul Earnings and Gold Ettigage- 
ments Also a Help—Commission 
Houses Make General Buyers. 


— 


New York, October 4.—Considerable fir- 
regularity marked today’s operations in the 
Stock market, the net resuits being favor- 
able. The bulls finally boosted prices up. 
Elements of strength included the St. Paul 
Statemem for the fourth week of Septem- 
ber, gold engagements presaging further 
ease in the monetary situation and more 
general commission house buying. St. Paul 
was taken in hand at the outset and lifted 
sharply, but improvement in the general 
list was arresed. by irregularity in the 
specialities. The market, generally speak- 
ing, did not take on a decisive tone until 
the late session, when heavy buying orders 
were executed all around, which advanced 

rices materially. Evidence 
nterests were supporting prices materially. 
Evidence that leading interests were sup- 
porting their favorites created uneasiness 
among the shorts, and large lines were 
taken in.

South Carolina and the Fourth Illinois. 

From the Fourth Illinois there 
thirty-nine men most of whom are down 
“Ww .eth gever and malaria, 

The hoapital train, which consisted of ten 
arrived in City yesterday 
morning at 7 o’clock and was switched at 
once 10 the track of the Central road and 
carricd to the barracks. The wark of un- 
loading the train was begun at 1 o'clo*k 
the greater part of the morning was 
consumed in removing the. sick troops 
on Stretchers to the hospital of the post. 

Only a few of the men were considered 
dangerously ill and it is belleved that 
mst of them will pull through their sick- 
ness in time, 

Vita the addition of 131 men that came 
in yesterday the hospitals of the post now 
contain 601 patients, of whom about one 
half are suffering with typhoid fever anda 
a large number of the remainder are jl] 
with dysentery. 

The only death at the post yesterday was 
that of August Bussinger, etteks of com- 
pany L. Fifth infantry, who died of typhoid 
fever after being il for more than a 
month, 

Major Richard, in charge of the hospital 
train, stated that there were at present 
over #0 patients in the ‘pavilion hos- 
pital of the Seventh army cotps'at Jack- 
sonville and that it was probable a large 
number of them would be removed to 
hospitals farther north as sooh as trans- 
portation can be furnished them on the 
regular hospita) train.

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The Fulton grand jury made its special 
presentments to the superior court ves- 
terday on the investigation of the compo- 
sition of the names in the jury box of the 
county. The result of the several] sessions 
of the jury was the exoneration of: every 
one who had been connected with the 
matter, 

The presentments say that the jury 
commissioners took the oath prescribed 
for them by law and from the testimony 
given by the board of county com- 
missioners and the act of Mr. Tv K. 
Glenn, who gave the list of names to one 
of the jury commissioners, with the re- 
quest that they be kept out, did not 
produce anything which could be constru- 
ed into anything wrong. 

The presentments were made to .the 
court at the close of its session yesterday. 

The jury consumed over a week in the 
investigation of the matter, The trouble 
arose over the fact, which Mr. Green does 
not deny, that he gave a jury commis- 
sioner a list of names which he requested 
should be kept out of the jury box. Mr. 
Green being connected with the Consoll- 
dated Street rallway it was presumed by 
many people that Mr. Green bad furnish- 
ed the names in his official capacity 4s 
treasurer and claim agent of the corpora- 
Lion, 

When the facts became known Mr. W. 
R. Brown read a statement to the court 
calling the attention of Judge Lumpkin to 
the situation, stating that some ene had 
furnished a list of names to the jury 
commissioners with the request that they 
be kept out of the box, 

Juage Lumpkin took the statement fur- 
nished by Mr. Brown under consideraulon 
and ordered the investigaueon by tne grand 
jury. After a number of sessions thv [0i- 
iowing presentmehts were read to the 
ourt: 

’ “To the Hon. J. H. Lumpkin, Judge Su- 
periur Court, Atlanta circuit—We, tne 
granu jury, uaving nad in special cnarge 
irom your honor tne matter of investiga 
tion of any wrong or yio.ation OF law py 
the jury commissioners in regard to list 
of names which had been furnished them 
with recommendation that tney be left ort 
the jury list, would Make this special pre- 
sentinent: Ses 

“We have had the jury commissioners 
before us and they have testified under 
oath as to their individual action and tnaeir 
action aS @ body in revising the jury list 
of the county, and we are satisfied that 
they have been faithful in the discharge 
of their duty and have violated no law. 
We have also had their clerk before us 
and he has testified as to his conduct in 
connection with the revision of the jury 
jist, and we are satisfied he has been guil- 
ty of no violation of law. 

“We have examined witnesses in con- 
nection with the list referred to ip your 
honor’s special charge to our body and we 
are satisfied from such examination and 
s> present to your honor that there mas 
been no attempt on the part of Mr. Glenn 
or others to obstruct the administration 
of public justice. 

“Your honor charges us that ‘the jury 
commissioners, not the grand jury, deter- 
mine whether a given name shall be placed 
in the jury box or not,’ and under the law 
their determination on this point could not 


be reviewed, even if: there should be some. 


dissatisfaction on the part of some persons 
(even some .good citizens) whose names 
have been included or excluded. 

“The jury commissioners are required 
by law to revise the jury -list and ‘select 
from the books of the tax receiver upright 
and intelligent men to serve as jurors. 

“Being satisfied that the commissioners 
have done this, we have so presented. The 
law prescribes an oath that shall be taken 
by the jury commissioners and their clerk 
before entering on the discharge of their 
duties, In that oath they swear that the 
deliberation and council of the jury com- 
missioners while in the discharge of their 
duties they shall ever keep secret and in- 
Violate, unless called upon to give evidence 
thereof in some court of justices or other 
legal tribunal of the state. 

“Each one of the jury commissioners and 
their clerk, who takes a like oath on ‘his 
part, have sworn that they have not di- 
vulged anything as to the deliberation and 
council of the jury commissioners while in 
the discharge of their duties, nor has any 
witness sworn that any such disclosure 
was made by the commissioners or their 


clerk,
